DIVIDED FACTIOUS. 


Assaulted and Ejected From 


Wortdngmen'a Meeting-, 


FOR DENOUNCING THEIR LEADING MEN 


Aa Socialists and Revolutionists, Agi- 


tator Backert Leads a New and 


Formidable Movement—Col- 


lisions Feared. 


, April 8.—After the labor agi- 


tator Backert had been assaulted and 
ejected from the meeting of unemployed 
at Tower Hall, yesterday, for denounc- 
ing the organizers of the affair as so- 
cialists and revolutionists, the assem- 
blage appointed a deputation to wait 
upon 1'resident Kitehie of the local 
government board, and present a state- 
ment of grievances. 


Backert, after the meeting had dis- 


persed, 
attempted 
to carry out a 


declaration that he had made while 
haranguing the meeting that he would 
himself organize a genuine working- 
men's movement. He began a speech to 
the remnant of the crowd which lingered 
in the vicinity, and soon had the satis- 
faction of seeing his audience increase 
until it was as large as the one which 
had a short time before dispersed. 
Ifackert exhorted his hearers not to be- 
come the tools of anarchists and adven- 
tures, who wore playing upon the neces- 
sities of the poor for their own benefit. 
His remarks were well received, and at 
his suggestion the crowd marched to 
Clerkemvell Green, attracting new re- 
cruits on route. At the latter point g, 
larger mooting was held at 
which 


Backert and several others spoke, and 
a serius of resolutions, urging working- 
men not to follow the red flag, were 
adopted. 


Meanwhile the deputation appointed 


at the first meeting had waited upon 
Mr. Ritchie, who received them, though 
he had declined to listen to a similar 
delegation Wednesday. He did not 
give them much comfort, however, as in 
response to a long recital of their wants 
he simply expressed his regret that it 
was out of his power to do anything for 
them, and bowed them out. 


Backert's faction will hold several 


more meetings to-day in different parts 
o-f the city, and will also send represen- 
tatives to Mr. Ritchie. It is likely that 
the two factions will come into collision 
before the agitation subsides. 


TUB REVOLUTION IN VKNEZUKJjA 


Gen. 
Orespo'e Troops Defeated and 


Their Position Occupied by tho 


Government Forces. 


PAXAJIA, April 8.—A letter from La 


(Uiayra says that Gen. Crespo's troops 
have been defeated and their position in 
the vicinity of Ortez has been occupied 
by til e government forces. Crespo lias 
ih'd aiul his present whereabouts is un- 
known. The defeat is said to be due to 
the fact that Crespo had not yet armed 
all his troops, as thu rifles and ammuni- 
tion destined for his use were kept 
back in consequence of tho close watch 
of the government's men along tho 
coast. 
Although nominally at tho 


head of 12,000 men, moro than half 
of them were unarmed and all were un- 
disciplined. 
It is not thought that 


Crespo has left the 
country. 
Gen. 


Arun jo, who was expected to join Crespo 
with 'J,fiOO men from Merida, had not ar- 
rived nt the time of the battle. Gen. 
Itulista, also an organizer of a small 
revolutionary artny, is said to contem- 
plate joining his forces with those of 
Aranjo and continue the strugg-le. It 
is regarded as probable that Crespo v.'ill 
reappear shortly at the head of an 
army. 


Despite the reverses of the revolution- 


ists tho disaffection is spreading. The 
inflation of the currency has raised 
prices and in Valencia, meat is sold 
for forty and fifty cents a pound. The 
sufferings of the poor are extreme and 
the lower classes in the cities are ready 
to rise at a moment's notice. 


Palacio fears for his life and ventures 


abroad only under double guard. The 
whole district surrounding his palace is 
watched day andnightby forty privates 
of the regular army. Rumors of plots 
thicken daily and fifty suspected con- 
spi rators of the lowest class have been 
imprisoned. The total number of men 
in prison at the date of writing was re- 
ported at La Guyara as exceeding 900. 
These men are kept confined without 
examination or trial. 


Austria's Appropriation for the World's 


Fair Exhibit. 


VIENNA. April 8.—The chiefs of the 


industrial and professional societies of 
Vienna are urging the various organi- 
zations to do their utmost to make the 
Austrian exhibition at the Chicago fair 
the largest ever seen on a similar occa- 
tion. It having been announced that 
the government subsidy available for 
railway, storage and freight expenses 
has been reduced about 50 per cent., to 
150,000 florins, it was resolved at a 
meeting of the heads cf societies re- 
ferred to yesterday, that it was impara- 
tively necessity that the subsidy should 
be at least double the latter amount, in 
view of the fact that both Germany and 
France, which countries are rivals of 
Austria in many branches of produc- 
tion, have made larger appropriations 
for their e-xhibits. 


The Jury Oould Mot Agree. 


NEW YOBK, April 8.—The case of 


Parkhurst against the Adams woman 
was given to the jury yesterday. In 
the afternoon the jury reported that 
they-could not agree, and the justice 
discharged them and fixed April 15 as 
the date for the new trial. After the 
court had adjourned it was learned that 
the jury stood 4 to 2 all through their 
balloting in favor of Mrs. Adams.

FroEeii Gits for Fuel 


According to a special from Muncie, 


Ind , which is the center of the Indiana 
natural gas fields, the number of chance 
discoveries has just been added to by 
one which will be of immense impor- 
tance in the industrial world The story 
is that a few days ago a service pipe 
line of natural gas had frozen near Mill 
Grove 
To remedy the stoppage a joint 


of the pipe was dotached 
It was found 


that the joint was filled with ice, and 
one of the workmen pounded the pipe 
and a cylinder of ice about a foot long 
came out 
One of the workmen said 


jestingly "Well, there's some ice which 
ought to bum " 
* Some one then suggested that fire be 
applied to the ice 
The ice caught fire 


and burned like a torch so thoroughly 
was it impregnated with the natural 
gas 
The burning gaa furnished heat to 


melt the ice, and as it melted it liberated 
the gas, which burned as fiercely as if it 
had been coming out of a pipe 


All present were amazed at the phe- 


nomenon, and, it was at once suggested 
that tlu discovery might prove of im- 
mense value by rendenng it possible to 
freeze natural gas into blocks which 
could be sent out for use as fuel 
H 


seems that the congealing had taken 
place under a pressure of 300 pounds to 
the square inch, and it will require in- 
vestigation of chemical experts to de- 
cide whether the gas had been liquefied 
by the pressure and then frozen or not 
Capitalists are investigating the dis-

WACASEB'S SWOBN STATEMEST. 


How the Toon? Man Killed John 


Kline—The Fatal Blow. 


Tbe other day at Utbaua Frank Wa- 


oaser, on the third trial for the murder ol 
John Kline near Hammond, in Monltrie 
county, was acquitted by the jury, aa waa 
stated in the BEPOBUCAN. Frank Wa- 
oaaer's history of the assault is as follows: 


"I started ont that morning with two 


hands to the field. George Cunningham 
and Owen Babb were sitting in the rear 
end ot the wagon. We drove up the 
highway past Bryant's honee till we came 
to the turning row and then turned west. 
The turning row was all on my lard, or 
land that L had rented of my father. 
After we had got about 75 yards west ot 
northwest corner ot pasture fence, I saw 
John Kline coming cnto the turning row. 
We drove on abont 50 yards further and 
stopped. I handed the lines to Cun- 
ningham and told him to hold them. I 
said, 'There comes a man I do not want 
to cross my place, I walked down to 
within 8 or 10 steps of the corner. Kline 
drove on to the corner and turned south. 
He said as he drove south: "You son o! a 
b—, it yon want anything ont ot me you 
can have it." He then threw his lines 
over tbe second or tnird post ot the fence, 
that ran south, and aame back. I told him 
I didn't want him to come on my place. 
He said there was a disputed line. I 
told hiii there wasn't, and showed him 
where the fence stood out on onr land. 
He then called rue a liar and struck at 
me with bis left hand, hit me a glancing 
lick on the side of the face. 
He then 


rnehed me down the pasture fence, abont 
six o; eight steps, and I dodged under a 
lick and got back up to the turning 
row. 
Kline just then picked up a 


board near the corner of the pas- 
ture fence, abont 6 or 7 feet long, 
and I backed oft to the north and west 
and as he came toward me I got out my 
pocket-knife, dropped it and picked it 
up; I opened it and as Ktine oame at me 
with the board raised over hie bead, I 
struck him with the knife and dodged 
his lick. I struck him with the knife 
almost simultaneously with dodging tbe 
board, bat I think I struck with the 
knife a little before dodging, but it was 
very close together. When Kline struck 
mo with the board, the board broke and 
the small and upper piece, ab nt 18 
inches along, remained in his right band. 
He stopped just an instant when I struck 
him with the knife, and tben he struck at 
me with the email piece of board twior, 
I knpt backing off, and ha started 
BoutlHaot tcrosfi plowed ground and went 
m to tbe pasture and started toward 
Bryant's housp, southeast across the pas- 
ture. I went oa to my wagou, JBabb had 
got out of the wugou and had gotten 
about 15 to 2j yards east ot wagon when 
I Blurted buck. He was about 100 yards 
from me when I first saw him KB 1 started 
buck from where the blow wan struck. 
He Haid as be was forcing me down the 
pasture (once, "Now I have got you 
where I have wanted you for B long 
time and I will pound your d—d brains 
out." After the trouble 1 went ont to 
where my father was in the field. I 
gate my knife to father and he has kept 
it since. 
[Knife shown witness.] Yes, 


that is the mite. We then started home; 
we stopped at Fulton's, three-fourths ot 
a mile north of my house. There I was 
told that Kline was dead. I knew I had 
struck him before I went back to the 
wagon, but I did not know bow bad I 
bad hurt him. He started off saying, 
"D—n you, I will come back and fix you," 
but after I got in the wagon I saw him 
fall once or twice as we drove along up 
west. I still did not know he was mor- 
tally hurt. I thought he might be sick 
or something from the blow. I had no 
way to know the nature or exact location 
of the wound. I knew I struck him in 
the breost somewhere. We went from 
Fulton's on borne and from there went to 
Sullivan and I surrendered to Wash 
Liuder. I had a two-edsed knife about 
the born and house; last time I ever saw- 
it was where we cut cultivator pius with 
it in th9 summer of 1887. I never made 
any threat against Kline, such as Oeorge 
W. Jones testifies to. I was on good 
terms with Kline at that time. I never 
made any throats to Onlver nor to doe 
nor to Eva Temple.

BXPEBIMENTS ON CORN. 


Some Interesting Results Obtained 


at the University Station. 


The Agricultural Experiment Station 


has issued a bulletin upon field experi- 
ments with corn, made in 1891, which 
gives a great dealot valuable informa- 
tion on a large number ot questions in 
relation to raising corn. The expeir- 
menta were tried in a dark colored 
prairie soil common to Central Illinois. 
Tbe surface soil ia abont 18 inches deed, 
underlayed with yellow clay. No man- 
ures were applied and in most cases the 
land had been in corn in 1890 and had 
been plowed in the spring. Except in 
a few oases, the corn was planted by 
band, covered with a hoe, four kernels in 
hills, 3 feet 8 inches apart each way. The 
season was one ot severe drouth, the 
rainfall being deficient in the five months 
from May to September, 7.65. Tbe 
average temperature waa 68 degrees 
which is nearly the average for a period 
of years, Thirty-six varieties were tested 
on 25 plats. About 86 per cent, of a full 
stand ot stalks was secured, and 12 per 
cent, of tbe stalks produced no ears. 
Tbia is nearly the same result as found 
in 1888 and 1890. As was the case in 
former years, the kinds maturing abont 
Sept. 20 gave a larger average yield than 
those maturing either earlier or later. 
In 1891,18 early varieties avaraged 56, 
19 medium averaged 66, and six late 
maturing brands averaged 57 bushels of 
air dry corn to the acre. For the four 
years the early varieties gave an average 
ofCl.thB medium of 78, and the late of 
68 bushels of air dry corn per acre. 
Eleven varieties have been tested for 
four successive years and the average 
yield has been 70 bushels per acre. A 
medium sized variety ot corn, planted at 
the rate ot one kernel every 9 to 12 inches 
in rows 3 feet 8 inches apart, gave larger 
yields ot corn and stalds increases with 
thickness of planting up to 3 inches at 
least. As the results of four years experi- 
ments it is believed that the larger yield 
ot gram makes food value ot the total 
crop greater when it is planted st the 
rate of one kernel at about every six 
inches in the row. In 1891, little differ- 
ence wns found in plats planted with a 
medium maturing variety at weekly in- 
tervals from April 26 to May 23. Later 
planting give much smaller yields; the 
ears were not well iilkd and the corn did 
not mature thoroughly. For three years 
p evi us, Rood crops wore bad from plait- 
ing any time in Muy 
For the four years, 


the best results IIUVH been bad from 
planting May 11 to 16. In two o: three 
years no material difference was fonnd 
whether the corn was planted iti hills or 
drills, provided the land waa kept equally 
free from weeds. Experiments show 
tbat no nppreciable effects on the yield 
resulted from cutting the tops when in 
good condition for fodder, or from re- 
moving, as they appeared, tbe tassels 
from alternate rows.

Mercury can be seen in the northwest 
for abont an hour in the evening, and in 
the southeast at about the same hour the 
careful observer can discover Uranus, 
the most remote member of the sun's 


mily. It is a rare occasion, for high up 
the east at twilight, fc'a'.urn is also 
>n, shiniug almost as brilliantly as 
enus. While April skies are not the 
cat magnificent of the year, here is 
nougb to attract the attention of the 
lientific and stir the admiration ot all.

M*ny Lives Lost by Sudden Floods—A 


Score of Dwellings Demolished 


—Fifty Persons Injured 


in One Town. 


MEMPHIS, Term., April 8.—Serious 


damage to property and delay to rail- 
way trains has been caused by the un- 
precedentedly heavy rain storms in Mis- 
sissippi during the past few days. . 


At Duck Hill, Miss., the rain has been 


the heaviest ever known, 13K Indies of 
water having- fallen during the past 
two days. Much damage to crops is re- 
ported. 


Carrollton is isolated from the sur- 


rounding country. 
The Big Sandy 


river, which runs through the town, is 
higher than for ten years. An iron 
bridge, costing $15,000, has been swept 
away, cutting off communication with 
the outside world, except by means of 
boats.' 


The Peluska creek bridge on the 


Georgia Pacific near Carrollton, is gone, 
as also arc those at McAnirary and Big 
Sandy. Near Big Sandy 300 yards of 
track is under water. 


The loss to Carrollton and vicinity 


from the destruction of bridges alone is 
estimated at $50,000. Reports from the 
Big Sandy washout, sixty miles from 
Greenville, say the break has widened 
during the night to nearly half a mile and 
is still spreading. No mail has been 
carried over the Georgia Pacific for two 
days. At Greenwood no trains have 
entered the town over the Georgia Pa- 
cific for two days. 


The Illinois Central track near Yazoo 


City is covered with water to the depth 
of several inches. 


A special from Columbus, Miss., says: 


"One of the heaviest rains in years fell 
here yesterday and last night. Tho 
Tombigbee is on a big boom. It is two 
feet higher than was ever known be- 
fore, and is still rising at the rate of six 
inches an hour. The river rase very 
rapidly 
and 
several 
negroes were 


tlrowned before they could be rescued. 
The city has been sending out relief 
boats all day, and hundreds have been 
hrought here wlwi otherwise would 
have been drowned. A negro woman, 
her child and a negro man have been 
drowned at the wltarf here by thu up- 
fietting of a skiff. The hundreds of 
destitute in the city are being fed and 
sheltered by the authorities. Business 
is entirely suspended." 


A special from Grenada says: "After 


a week's rain the streams hereabouts 
are bank-full. The Yallobnsha river is 
higher than ever before. Numbers of 
families have been eompeled to leave 
tlu'ir homes. SouthviUe, a little village 
one mile from Grenada, is almost sub- 
merged. 
Fifty bales of cotton are
